day. Everybody knows that, and a good 
many people found out before Dr. Hyatt 
did, that Dr. Hyatt’s prediction that it was 
coming had been realized. The early riser 
got his information when he found that 
Mudiekeenis, the West wind, had painted 
pictures on the window panes, and that the 
water pipes were frozen and the furnace 
had a chill. Street car conductors and 
motormen knew all about it, and so did 
the unfortunates who had to ride in poorly- 
heated cars. The milkmen knew it and 
the policeman who walked a beat dropped 
in early and often to see that Barney the 
‘“harkeeno” didn't overlook it. 

“We didn’t get to zero, but we will,”’ said 
Dr. Hyatt, cheerfully. “It is 9 above in St. 
Louts, but if it hadn't been for the cleud 
that came over the eity just at the co’d- 
est time and acted as a blanket the tem- 
perature would have been four or five de- 


grees lower. 

‘“‘Juet look We are just 
outside of the belt. At Keokuk and 
Dubuque it is four below, and at Kansas 
City it is zero. At St. Paul the mark is 
20 below. at Duiutir it is 24, Moorhead. 22, 
Bismarck 22, Huron 16, Sjoux City JW, 
Omaha S Des Moines 6, Denver 22, and that 
is pretty cold for Denver, although it ‘4 
frequentiv 15 below out there. 

“The cold wave extends as far south as 
Shreveport, La. It is sleeting there. Tex?a 
is in trouble A big norther is sweeping 
through the Paphnadie and carrying snow 
wtih it. At Amarillo it is only 10 degrees 
above, which is man-killing weather for 
that localitv. At Abilene {t is 16 above. It 
is 20 above at Fort Worth and 28 above at 
Tan Antonto, which means that business 
is practically suspended. 

“The crest of the wave !s etill up in the 
British possessions in the Northwest, and 
we will get the full force of it to-morrow. 
The mercury here will drop to zero, any- 
how, and maybe lower. It is clear tn the 
North andeWest and will probably be so 
here. There may be a IlIttle snow. but 
nothing worth mentioning. 

“On the Atlantic Coast 
still Warm and damn. It 
along the coast and on the West Gulf and 
is snowing in Arkansas. At Washington the 
temperature is 5+ above: at Raltimore and
